CHAPTER 535

AN ACT to amend 85.16 (6) of the statutes, relating to the prohibition of passing at
railroad crossing and highway intersection.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

85.16 (6) of the statutes i1s amended to read:

85.16 (6) It shall be unlawful for the operator of any vehiele to overtake and pass
any other vehicle proceeding in the same direction at any steam, gas or electrie railway
grade crossing or at an intersection of highways unless permitted to do so by a traffic
officer or upon highways which are properly marked by traffic lanes; except that this sub-
section shall not apply to intersections on rural highways unless such intersections are
designated by proper signs.
